Boston—Construction contracts awarded 
in New Hampshire in June reached 
$3,179,000 or 91 per cent more than May’s 
figure but 24 per cent less than June 1950, it 
was announced today by James A. Harding, 
district manager of F. W. Dodge Corporation, 
construction news and marketing specialists. 
The total for the first six months of 1951 
was $11,509,000 or 34 per cent lower than 
the comparable total for last year. 


Non-residential awards in June were 
$1,710,000 or 107 per cent more than May. 


' Residential starts at $814,000 were 2 per 
cent more than May but 34 per cent less than 
June 1950. 


Public and private works and utilities at 
$655,000 were substantially higher than May.
